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PREFACE 



As a complement to my « Italian Compa- 
nion and Interpreter » I offer to the student 
of the Italian language the present book, in 
which I endeavour to simplify and make as 
plain and easy as I can, the rather compli- 
cated theory of Italian verbs. A great many 
of them are given conjugated in full, others 
grouped under a model according to which 
they must be conjugated. An alphabetical 
Index of the most important verbs has also 
been added at the end of the book, in order 
that the student may be able to find quickly 
the required verb. 

The tonic accent is also marked, as well as 
the close or open sound of the vowel upon 
which it falls. I therefore trust that anybody 
carefully studying this book, may be able to 
learn the Italian verbs, even without the help 
of a teacher.

PRELIMINARY REMARKS. 

NB. Most Italian words have the stress or 
tonic accent on the last syllable but one. But 
wishing to obviate any doubt and at the same 
time to help the student in distinguishing be- 
tween the close and open sound of the vowels 
e and o, we will mark with an accent either 
acute (f) or grave (^) all the vowels on which 
the stress is to be laid, using the first accent 
to indicate the close sound, and the latter the 
open one. 

e close is like a in date (data). 
e open is like e in hell campan^llo). 
close is licke o in hone (6sso. 
open is like o in or (o). 

1. The nominative Personal Pronouns subjects of 
the verb : 

Jo, I; Ta, tlioxx', Egli, Esse, Tie, it; 

Noi, we; Voi, you; Essi wi., Esse /*., they 

are generally omitted, except when required to 
prevent any misunderstanding or to add more en- 
phasis to the sentence. 

2. Es80y Essa, Essi, Esse may be used for ani- 
mated and inanimated beings; but Egll, Ella only 
for persons. 

3. The compound tenses of Essere are formed in 
Italian by the same \erb o be: and therefore the 
Past Participle must agree with the subject in gen- 
der and number.

General remarks on verbs. 

8. It will assist the scholar learning Italian verbs 
to know that in all verbs both regular and irregu- 
lar the first person singular of the Present Tense 
always ends in o; the first person plural in mo ; 
the second person singular in i; the second person 
plural in te, and the third person plural in no, 

9. Questions are formed in Italian by placing the 
subject after the verb; do, does, did are not trans- 
lated. — Examples: H6 io? have 7 - C6mpra egli ? 
Does he buy 9 

10. Negations are formed by putting no7i imme- 
diately before the verb, or before the auxiliary in 
a compound tense. — Examples: Non s6no, I am 
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not - Non abbidmo n6i? Have we not? - Non h6 
comprdto, I have not bought. 

11. The second person singular of the Imperative 
Mood, when negative, changes into the Infinitive — 
Examples : Asp^tta, wait (thou) -non aspett^re, do not 
ivait- Prendi, take (thou) - non pr^ndere, do not take, 

12. In the interrogative and negative sentences, 
pronouns are usually omitted, whenever the termina- 
tion of the verbs indicates the person. This is not the 
case in the third person singular of the Present Indi- 
cative, nor in the Subjunctive Mood, where pronouns 
are more frequently used. — Examples: C6mpra ella? 
Does she buy? - Che egli c6mpri. That he may buy. 

13. Italian verbs transitive and intransitive are 
generally conjugated with Av6re to have, in their 
compound tenses. Some intransitive verbs however, 
and principally those which express movement like 
Venire to come, and Anddre to go, or those indicating 
a fact or state like Restore to remain, Nasc^re ^ to 
be born and Morire to die, are conjugated with Es- 
sere to be; others are conjugated either with Avere 
or Essere, according as they are used as transitive 
or intransitive verbs. — Examples: Stam6.ni ho corso 
m61to, /raw a good deal this morning - Stam&ni s(3no 
c6rso dal medico, / ran to the doctor^ s house this 
morning - Ho passdto il p6nte, 1 crossed the bridge - 
S6no pass^to sul ponte, / have passed over the bridge, 

NB. The polite form of address in Italian is the 
third person singular feminine, the pronoun being ge- 
nerally written with a capital letter. — Examples: 
Ha Ella or L^i riceviito la risp6sta? Have you recei- 
ved an answer? The second person plural v(5i you 
is used in business and to inferiors; the second per- 
son singular tu thou, to relations, to intimate friends, 
to children and to our own servants when long in 
the family. 
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On the use of the different Moods and Tenses. 

14. In regard to the use of Moods and Tenses of 
verbs not always alike in English and in Italian, 
we shall point out what we think most essential. 

The Infinitive Mood (M6do Infinite) expresses an 
action in an indefinite manner, without any reference 
to time or person; and is often used in Italian sub- 
stantively, preceded by the definite masculine arti- 
cle. — Examples: II censurdre 6 facile, il difficile 
sta nel far m^glio, To censure is east/, the difficulty 
lies in doing better. 

15. Observe that in a sentence including two verbs 
referring to the same subject when the principal 
verb is either Credere or Sap6re to think y to know 
the other one is put in the Infinitive and generally 
preceded by the proposition di, — Examples ; Cr6do 
di capirlo, / think I understand him - Sa di av6r 
t6rto. He knows he is wrong. 

16. The Present Participle is invariable, and may 
be used in three different ways: 

I. As a form of the verb: in which case it is 
called (as in Latin) Gerundio. — Examples: Sta 
s^mpre legg6ndo, He is always reading. 

II. As an adjective. — Examples: Ha un viso 
ridente, She has a laughing face. 

III. As a noun, whereas in Italian the Infinitive 
preceded by the definite masculine article is used. 
— Examples: II viaggidre 6 vantaggioso alio spi- 
rito e al c6rpo, Travelling is beneficial to the mind 
and body. 

17. The Past Participle is in fact an adjective 
derived from the verb. It is generally accompanied 
by the auxiliaries iJssere or AvSre. When with iJs- 
sere (expressed or understood) it always agrees in 
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gender and number with the subject or nominative; 
and should the sentence contain both masculine and 
feminine subjects, the Past Participle must have the 
masculine termination, t- Examples: Fratello e so- 
rella sono partiti insi^me stamattina, Brother and 
sister have left together this morning, 

18. When with Avere the Past Participle agrees 
with the object when coming after it, and is inva- 
riable when placed before. — Examples: Le lettere 
che ho iraposttUe, The letters that I have posted - 
116 gi^ impostiito le lettere, / have already posted 
the letters. 

10. The Past Participle if preceded by any of the 
pronouns lOj la, li, le, mi, ii, ci, vi, ne, employed as 
the object of the sentence, must agree with them to 
avoid ambiguity. — Examples: L'ho veduta 6ggi, 
1 have seen her to day - Li h6 aspettdti alia sta- 
zi6ne, f have waited for them at the station - Ne ho 
vediiti d6i bellissimi, / have seen some very fine ones. 

20. The Past Participle is invariable, when fol- 
lowed by an infinitive, whatever may be the gender 
and the number of the preceding object. — Exam- 
ples: Gli stivdli che mi ha f^tto fdre s6no m61to gr6ssi, 
The hoots which he has had made for me are very thick. 

21. The Past Participle of intransitive verbs is 
also invariable. — Examples: Abbi&mo dormito b^ne. 

We have slept well - Ha tosslto m61to. She has coughed 
much, 

22. The Present Indicative which is used in speaking 
of present actions, is sometimes employed elegantly 
in Italian when we wish to give more force and 
variety to the narrative of events entirely past. — 
Examples: In un istdnte al ved6re egli il nemico, 
impdgna la sp^da e gli si l^ncia add6sso, In an 
instant on seeing his adversa/y, he grasped his sword 
and darted upon him. 
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23. The Past Tense is expressed in two different 
ways: the Imperfect and the Preterite; which is 
rather puzzling, especially to English unacquainted 
with the French language. 

24. The Imperfect Tense indicates continuation, 
habit or frequent repetition and incompleteness of 
a past action. — Examples: Studidvo I'ltali&no, 1 
was studying Italian - EravAmo s6liti di ved^rlo 
6gni gi6rno, We used to see him every day - Leg- 
g6vo ra^ntre egli scriv6va, I was reading while he 
teas writing, 

25. The Imperfect is also employed to describe 
qualities and circumstances such as they were in 
a time past. — Examples: Av^va le m6.ni bellissime 
e i cap^lli n6ri, She had beautiful hands and black 
AaeV-Nel 1870 regndva anc6ra Yitt6rio Eraanu61e II, 
V, E, was still reignbig in 1870 - Era ledle e ge- 
ne r6so, He was loyal and generous. 

26. The Past Definite or Preterite is used in re- 
ferring to an action accomplished at a determined 
period of time quite past. — Examples: U knno 
pass&to and&i a Vienna, Last year I went to Vienna 

- Napole6ne nacque nel 1769 e mori nel 1821, Na- 
poleon was born in 1769 and died in i82L 

27. We request the scholar to notice the difference 
between the Past Definite and the Past Indefinite 
which also refers to a past action, but without de- 
termining the time in which it took place, or alludes 
to it only in an indefinite manner as: this moment, 
this morning, this afternoon, this evening, this day. 

— Examples: S(5no state diie v6lte in Fr^ncia, 1 
have been twice in France - Oggi mi s(5no alz^to 
alle 6tto, To day I got up at eight. 

•?8. Observe that the Conditional generally follows 
the Imperfect Subjunctive Mood and vice versa. — 
Examples: Verr^i se pot^ssi, 1 would come if I could 
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- Se partlsse subito arriver^bbe a t^mpo, Should he 
leave immediately he would arrive in time. 

29. The Subjunctive is the Mood of uncertainty 
and is always subordinate. It comes: 

I. After verbs expressing doubt, uncertainty, 
supposition, fear, wonder, surprise, desire, followed 
by the conjunction che (that). — Examples: Temo, 
li6 paiira, supp6ngo, che sia anddto via; / fear^ 1 
am afraid, I suppose, that he is gone away - Deside- 
rerei che venisse, / should like him to come - Si 
maraviglia che non V dbbia vediita, She is surprised 
that you have not seen her. 

II. After most Impersonal verbs and expressions 
like the following: tj necessdrio - che egli lo fkc- 
cia, subito. It is necessary for him to do it at once 

- E m^glio - che gli mdndi la risposta per la P6- 
sta. It is better that he should send the answer* by Post 

- Bis6gna - che lav or i no piu assdi. They must work 
harder - Mi pdre - che 6ssa non n6 sAppia nulla, 
It seems to me that she knows nothing about it, 

III. After the following conjunctions : ancorch^, 
bench ^, quantiinque, sebb^ne, although, though - prima 
che, before - chiunquu, whoever - afflnchd, in order 
that, so that - qaand' inche, even if - a m^no che, 
unless - d4to che, supp6sto che, supposing that - per 
t^ma che, for fear that - se if (only before a Past 
Tense) - in cAso che, in case that - per quAnto, 
however - doviinque, wherever - nonostdnte che, not- 
withstanding that - purch^, provided - finch^, until 

- s^nza che, without - qualunque, whaiever. 

IV. After a negative or superlative. — Exam- 
ples: Non c*6 nessiino che la capisca. There is nobody 
who understands her - Qu6sto 6 il giardlno piti grdnde 
ch'io dbbia mdi vediito. This is the largest garden 
I have ever seen. 

V. After sdlo or 'Anico (only); dltimo (last);

prlmo (first). — Examples: E Tiinica lingua che 
con6scono, It is the only language they know - E il 
primo Americdno ch' io Abbia conosciuto, He is the 
first American 1 have known, 

YI. Witb the Indefinite pronoun chi (who) in 
a proposition implying doubt. — Examples: Mi do- 
mand6 chi f6ssi, He asked me who I was - Chi cre- 
d6te che sia? Who do you think he isf 

In regard to the use of the tenses of the Subjunc- 
tive Mood we shall observe that when the principal 
verb is in the Present or Future, the Present Sub- 
junctive must be used. But if the principal verb is in 
any other tense, simple or compound, the Imperfect, 
Subjunctive is to be employed. — Examples: V6- 
gliono che lo fdccia, They want me to do it - Vo- 
16vano che restdssi a prdnzo, They wanted me to stay 
for dinner. 

30. The expression: if 1 had or had i, and si- 
milar, are rendered in Italian by the imperfect 
Subjunctive Mood followed by the other verb in the 
Conditional. — Examples : Se av6ssi t^mpo anderei, 
If I had time I would go. (See § 28). But should 
the proposition state a positive fact, the first verb 
although preceded by if, should be put in the Indi- 
cative. — Examples: Se av6vo molti libri, non 6rano 
tutti mi6i. If I had many books they were not all mine. 

NB. Let it be well understood that the Subjunctive 
being the Mood of doubt and uncertainty it cannot 
be used when no uncertainty is expressed by the 
principal verb: in which case the Indicative must 
be employed, in the Present, if the action is present, 
in the Future, when the action is future. — Exam- 
ples: Se io dico qu6sto, ^ per suo b^ne, If I say 
that, it is for her good - Se mi riusciri di f^rlo, 
If 1 succeed in doing it. 
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The regular verbs. 

31. There are three conjugations of verbs in Italian, 
their Infinitives ending respectively in : are as Par- 
lAre, to speak; ere as Cr6dere, to believe; ire as Par- 
tire, to depart, 

32. Regular verbs are easily conjugated by chan- 
ging the teroiinations of the infinitive are, ere, ire 
into those which particularly belong to each Mood, 
Tense, Person and Number; as is shown in the fol- 
lowing table of Model-Conjugations. 

33. As verbs preserve through the whole conju- 
gation the hard or soft sound that they have in the 
root of their Infinitive, so those ending in c^are, and 
g-are like Mancdre, to fail - Pregdre, to pray, require 
an h after the c or g in all the inflections where e 
or i immediately follows either of those two con- 
sonants. — Examples: Non mancher6, / shall not 
fail - Pregher^mo, we shall pray. 

34. In verbs ending in ci-are and gi-at^e like La- 
scidre, to leave - Mangidre, to eat - Comincidre, to 
begin when the inflection brings in another i the one 
included in the root is dropped ; thus say : Idsci, 
mdngi, cominci (let him leave, eaty begin), 

35. But in verbs ending in i-are, like Odiare, to 
hate - Studidre, to study the i is retained, not being 
only required for euphony. — Examples: Odio, 6dii, / 
hate, thou hatest - Studio, studii, / study, thou studiest. 
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IRREGULAR VERBS 



General Remarks. 



41. The irregularities of the Italian verbs being 
subject to certain rules present little difficulty to the 
student, when these rules have been mastered. They 
generally occur in the Past Definite and in the Past 
Participle, or in the Present Judicative and Sub- 
junctive Mood and consequently in the Jmperative. 

42. But in the Past Definite three persons only 
are irregular; viz : 

The first person sing, which always ends in L 
The third pers. sing, which is formed by chan- 
ging the final i of the first pers. into e. 
The third pers. pi. which is formed by adding 
ro to the final e of the third pers. sing. 

43. The Future and Conditional have always the 
same terminations as the regular verbs, although 
they suffer often a slight alteration or contraction, 
which affects both the Future and the Conditional. 

44. The Imperfect of the Indicative and Subjunc- 
tive Mood are invariably regular.
